introduction.  Those  who 
ndertake  to  date  this  event, 
lace  it  on  Tuesday  of  Passion 
^eek  —  the  last  week  of  the 
irthly  life  of  our  Lord.  The 


printed  text  of  the  lesson  is  an 
extract  from  a  lengthy  dis¬ 
course  contained  in  Matthew  24 
and  25,  which  was  spoken  on 
the  Mount  of  Olives,  two  miles 
east  of  the  temple  and  in  plain 
view  of  It.  His  disciples  are 
gloomily  aware  that  an  end  to 
their  present  association  with 
Him  is  near. 

So  these  disciples  obtain  a 
private  interview  with  their 
Master  that  they  may  get  things 
straightened  out.  Some  of  the 
questions  that  vexed  these  men 
have  troubled  the  Lord’s  dis¬ 
ciples  ever  since.  He  said  the 
temple  would  be  destroy^; 
they  wanted  to  know  when; 
they  wanted  to  know  when  He 
would  return,  and  what  signs 
would  herald  His  coming  and 
the  end  of  earthly  things. 

In  the  summing-up  of  the 
closing  events  of  this  era,  Jesus, 
in  this  marvelous  passage,  pro¬ 
nounced  only  hours  before  His 
death,  smote  the  disciples  with 
wonder.  The  first  of  His  prop¬ 
hesies,  that  concerning  the,  de¬ 
struction  of  the  temple,  was  lit¬ 
erally  fulfilled  during  the  life¬ 
span  of  men  then  living.  Some 
others  of  the  questions  raised 
by  Jesus’  words  on  this  occa¬ 
sion  have  remained  to  pique  the 
curiosity  and  baffle  the  predic¬ 
tive  pronouncements  of  suc¬ 
ceeding  generations  of  earnest, 
and  also  of  some  wildly  erratic 
brethren,  who  have  not  been 
content  to  leave  the  unknown 
with  Almighty  God  till  such 
time  as  it  shall  please  Him  to 
make  it  known. 

I.  THE  SON  IN  HIS  GLORY. 
“When  the  Son  of  man  shall 
come  in  His  glory,  and  all  the 
holy  angels  with  Him”  Does 
He  not  say  there  will  not  be  one 
angel  left  in  heaven  on  that 
glorious  day  when  the  Lord  shall 
come  to  earth  again'  but  all  the 
radiant  host  of  them  will  crowd 


Son  of  man.  He  is  no  long^ 
despised  One  whom  we  do  not 
esteem,  the  man  of  sorrows  and 
acquainted  with  grief  from 
Whom  men  hide  their  faces, 
but  “King  of  Kings  and  Lord

(not  as  He  was, 
please);  but  Who,  in  addition 
to  His  Inherent  and  essential 
deity;'  has,  through  His  earthly 
ministry,  “Become  so  much  bet¬ 
ter  than  the  angels  as  He  has 
by  inheritance. qbtained  a  more 
excellent  name  than  they”
